WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (/F^-m house today passed a 
bill to reauthorize tho $D4,OOO,000 PsllHades reclamaton 
project in- Idaho. 

A similar bill passed in the nenalB last week. Differences 
betw-een the two must be reconciled by a conference com- 
mittee and this committee's report must be approved by both 
branches, of congress before the bill goes to the White House 

Chairman Murdock, D„ Ariz., told the house the biU has 
been amended to meet all objectiona rftlaed by tho budget 
bureau. He called Palisades n "meritorious project." 

The measure. Representative Sanborn said, will solve a 
ong-atandinff water problem. The project was originally au- 
thorized in 1941 and SW70,000 has been spent in pre-con- 
struction work. It will supply addiUonal water storage, au- 
thorize development of the Minidoka north side divisions and 
prijvide power at American Foils dam. Representative White 
cnlled Palisades "one of tho most Important projects in the 
southern part of the state."

IS RUSSIA ItlGHT? 
Americans have a good chance to prove 
the communlats are tight. It will bo Ironic 1( 
ttiey do. 

RuuIb's communist leaders take a pretty 
dim view ol the Instincts In mankind, like 
selfishness, for Instance. Thoy don't trust 
people to curb their own Gclflshncss, thus 
by reasonable and fair conduct with one an- 
other, keeping the economy Intact. 
, 80 the communist leadership Imposes Iron 
controls on all phases" of living. Including 
prices, wages, ownership of property, and so- 
on. By their control of prices and wages, lor 
example, they can limit the oblUty of the 
people Uf buy or hoard goods or'food. 

The theory behind the American govern- 
.ment Is that people by themselves can act 
reasonably and fairly, curbing their greed 
without government Interference and, In this 
'reasonable way, keep the economy Intact. 

Since this government represents all the 
people, when It does interfere It's supposed 
; to do so for the general welfare and to pro- 
tect the majority against some minority 
: fairness. 

This American hatred for government In- 

■ terlerenco la the basis of the people's free- 

■ dom. And this country now Is involved in a 

■ struggle with communism to keep It. from 
winning and swallowing up the freedom. 

The struggle grows more Intense and may 
: wind up In a world war In which commu- 
; nlsm or freedom will win, but not both. To 
: be ready for the showdown If It comes, this 
' country Is rearming. Which means, as Presi- 
dent Tmman said, things will be different. 
As more materials go Into armament, leas 
' will be left for the luxuries and gadgets 
7 people could buy so freely until now. Mean- 
while, getting ready for the worst In human 
nature, tha government has created a 
:: OPA, called the economic stabilization 
: agency. 

T^ils agency will have the ]ob of controlling 
prices and wages and rationing, too — If such 
- controls boeome necessary. 

It U too loon to say— unless there Im a 
great emergency—whether any goods wUl 
become scarce enough to pinch anyone. They 
■ may. And therein Il^j the challenge to the 
' people of this countiy: . 

WUI they let greed and BCirishness get the 
better of them? Will they start hoarding and 
buying mo^e than they need? Will business- 
men take advantage of shortages to hike 
prices unnecessarily or try to hoard scarce 
materials? 

It they do,> the government will slap on 
controls. Ttie greater the greed, the tougher 
the controls to^ prevent the people from 
wrecking their own economy. 

ir the American economy was wrecked, 
the communists would have it that much 
easier to take over. It would prove what 

thtyyenong jiKitimiwea: — 

. That a capitalist . society, carries wlthlii.lt. 
the seeds of Its own destruction and, sooner 
or later, must wreck Itself. 



NOT A TOLICE FORCE" 

Even though President Truman has apolo- 
gized for his recent remark that the marines 
are strictly a police force for the navy, with 
a propaganda maohlns "almost equal to Sta- 
lin's." It leavw an unwarranted stigma which 
these fighting men will no doubt resent. 

Mr. Truman made the marines sound like 
suppressors of Irritating little Incidents that 
unhappily crop .up now and then to hamper 
the navy's smooth progress forward In war. 
But what is the truth? 

You dont have to Join in any choruses of 
--"The Halls of Montezuma" to acknowledge 
the great role the marines have played In 
U. S. military history. 

At Chateau Thierry, France, In World war 
I the morlnea fought valiantly and were 
credited by many with turning the tide of 
battle toward victory. 

In .World war n, they stormed the bitterly 
defended beaches of Guadalcanal, Tarawa, 
Quam, Saipan, Iwo Jlma, All were brutal en- 
gagements that cost them dearly In men. 
The historic seizure of the heights of Mt, 
Surabachl on Iwo, is emblazoned in Ameri- 
can battle record. 

The men who swarmed ashore on those 
lalonds were no poltce force. They were the 
tempered, toughened spearhead of the whole 
American advance across the Pacific. 

Xn the unification law and subsequent 
conferences among top leaders, the marines' 
mission In any war was fixed. Ihey are ' to 
provide combhied ground and air forces for 
service with the fleet hi seizing and defend- 
ing advanced naval bases, and for conduct- 
ing such land operations as may be essential 
to the prosecution of a naval campaign. 

Nothing there about a mere "police force." 
Indeed, when war actually comes, the ma- 
rines Inevitably find themselves going well 
beyond the official limit of their duties. 
There was no naval campaign near Chateau 
Thierry. The victories at Iwo and Guam and 
Guadalcanal were vital to the navy. 

Today, In Korea, the marines are -ihow- 
Ing once more that when the fighting gets 
rou^, they're usually in the thick of It.
